The teams broke up with mutual 
cheers, to whic^j were added three 
by the spectators for both teams.

There are eight kinsmen 
by the name of Sharp on it Their 
total weight aggregate 1927 lbs. 
Their opponents netted 1696|lbs. 
in their boots. After the game 
the men relaxed training, and a 
most convivial evening was spent 
at Mrs Williams' excellent hotel.
